Kefauver Proves

T F there was any doubt that Senator Ke- 
fauver was a force to be reckened with 
in the choice of the 1952 Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee, the results of the Florida 
and Ohio primaries have dispelled it. 
The Florida affair was Kefauver's stiffest 
lest. He tackled Sen. Richard Russell of 
Georgia, another avowed candidate, under 
circumstanes and in territory anything but 
favorable to the Tennesseean. 
Russell had the governor, both senators 
and the entire Florida delegation in the 
House in his camp. 
K efauver had only 
Claude Pepper, ex-senator, an ally of dubi­ 
ous value in some sectors of the state. 
Thus, 
to poll some 270.000 votes and 
around 45 per cent of the total vote cast 
fairly may be classed as a moral trium ph 
for Kefauver. Russell’s margin over him. in 
the neighborhood of 60,000, was not stag­ 
gering. 
This outcome demonstrates that Kefau- 
vei can get votes under substantial handi­ 
caps, that his appeal is not sectional, de­ 
spite the fact that 
traditional 
southern 
politicians do not look upon him as one of 
them. 
Coupled with his success in biting off a 
good chunk of Ohio’s Democratic delegate 
strength (also under adverse conditions), 
the Florida showing of K efauver puts a 
heavy burden upon his rivals. 
K efauver has now participated in IO 
primaries, and he has lost only the Florida 
contest. To be sure, he was unopposed in 
the great majority of these. 
But in any 
event he was out testing himself with the 
electorate while others were doing little 
or nothing. 
If 
big 
city Democratic leaders in the 
northern sections imagine they are going to 
block Kefauver, they had better get them ­ 
selves a candidate. So far they do not have 
one— nor any sign of one. 
While they are 
searching. Kefauver is building himself a 
strong position.

PRESIDENTIAL PEEVE OVER STEEL 
The steel companies had no inkling of 
it, but President Truman came close to 
putting them under the command of an 
Army general at the height of the steel 
crisis. What aroused the President was a 
dispatch he read on the news ticker that 
several steel companies were locking out 
the returning steel workers. 
In a rage, 
Truman 
summoned 
an 
emergency meeting of his steel advisers. 
Though it was already after dusk, Secre­ 
tary of 
Defense Lovett, Secretary 
of 
Commerce Sawyer, acting A ttorney-G en­ 
eral Perlm an and acting Mobilizer Steel- 
man dropped everything and rushed to the 
White House. 
The President read 
them 
the 
news 
flash and announced firmly that he did­ 
n ’t intend to let the steel companies get 
away with a lockout. Perlman promptly 
suggested that “We get an Army general to 
run the steel mills for the government.” 
Trum an was irate enough to approve of 
tile idea, but Secretaries Lovett and Saw ­ 
yer warned against it. They argued that 
it was too drastic a step and that, anyway, 
an Army general might not know how to 
run the mills. 
Perlm an then suggested 
bringing 
an 
injunction 
against 
the steel 
operators, 
forcing them to admit the workers back on 
their jobs. Meanwhile, more details came 
over the news ticker, and it turned out 
that the steel companies were not defying 
the government but expressing a worry 
about shutting the steel furnaces off and 
on. So President Truman cooled down. 
Betore the emergency meeting broke up, 
however, Secretary of Defense Lovett ex­ 
pressed ‘he hope that Secretary of Com­ 
merce Saw yer would take part 
in 
weekend negotiations with CIO Chief Phil 
M urray and U. S. Steel 
President 
Ben 
Fairless. But Stedm an broke in sharply. 
‘This type of matter is in my bands,” 
he declared. 
Actually the labor dispute should come 
under the secretary of 
labor. 
However, 
Stedm an has so monopolized labor prob­ 
lems that Secretary of Labor Tobin has 
considered leaving the cabinet. 
Note—This only other tlare-up was be­ 
tween Sawyer and Perlman. The secre­ 
tary of commerce was peeved at the way 
Perlman had been making 
statements 
about the steel crisis. Since Sawyer is 
running the steel mills for the govern­ 
ment, 
he told Perlman 
bluntly: “Don’t 
commit me to any action 
without 
first 
clearing with me.” 
I he acting attorney-general agreed. 
STEEL WORKERS CONVENTION 
CIO President Phil Murray, 
who 
has 
survived some battles with John L. Lewis, 
has never been on a tougher spot than to­ 
day, when his own 
union 
the 
United 
Steel 
Workers, 
opens its convention in 
Philadelphia. 
Officially the convention is for the pur­ 
pose ot revising the union's constitution, 
but this is 
only a minor 
item 
on 
the 
agenda. 
No. I issue is whether to go through 
with the oft-postponed strike of the na­ 
tion s steel mills. Five times M urray has 
deterred this shutdown, originally set for 
January I.

The cheeks are 
often rtxi, the hair is coarse, the teeth ap- 
pe. r late, the tongue tends to protrude 
and the nose is stubby and depressed, with 
the nostrils angling forward. 
The name “mongolism” conies from the 
appearance which is something like that 
of the tai eastern race known as Mongols. 
Most mongoloid children are happy and 
friendly. During infancy they are great 
imitators and often like 
music. 
They 
rarely learn to speak properly and the 
voice tends to be rough and harsh. Many 
die in infancy and few live beyond then

TION, 
Ariz.—Uranium 
destined 
for atomic bombs is helping re­ 
lieve the plight of the Navajos, 
proud Indians whose poverty has 
come in for nationwide attention. 
As yet, it can’t be said to be 
enriching them —not by ordinary 
standards. 
But it 
is 
providing 
jobs for a good many. 
It is put­ 
ting some in position to collect 
royalties. 
It is dropping money 
into the tribal coffers to help de­ 
velop the primitive land. And the 
end is not in sight. 
May Make Millionaires 
“I suppose uranium 
stands 
a 
chance of making some million­ 
aires among the Indians but the 
odds are against it,” theorized one 
of the region’s best known white 
men. 
He is Harry Goulding who 
the i operates a trading post and tour­ 
ist spot in Monument Valley, iso­ 
lated 
region of spectacular red 
rocks along the Utah-Arizona bor­ 
der far from main roads. 
“Uranium mining has been a 
God-send 
for 
these 
Indians,” 
Goulding said. 
It has brought a 
payroll in here and it has given 
them a vocation.” 
Monument Mine, No. 2, is the 
largest uranium operation in the 
United States. 
So few outsiders 
have seen it, the property is re­ 
puted to be a “secret” mine, but 
it isn’t. 
From Mexican Hat, Utah, the 
mine 25 miles southeast. 
But the 
usual direction given to a new ­ 
comer is this: “When you’ve w an­ 
dered a day and a half in the re­ 
servation, you’re probably there.” 
Operated by Vanadium Corp. of 
America, Monument No. 
2 
em ­ 
ploys Indians in all jobs below the 
supervisory level. 
Many of them 
are unable to speak even the ru ­ 
diments of English. 
Nearby pro­ 
perties operated 
by 
the Climax 
Uranium Co. also largely employ 
Indians. 
The big Monument No. 2 mine 
lies at the crest of a windswept 
hill of blowing sand. 
It has ore 
seams from 5 to 22 
feet 
thick. 
Workings are on two levels—un­ 
usual in uranium properties—and 
there is some strip mining at the 
surface. 
There is 1*2 miles of 
tunnels. 
Found when a Navajo brought 
a chunk of ore to Goulding’s post, 
the mine has been operated in­ 
tensively only about five years. 
Most of the 
Indians 
working 
here—currently about 80— learned 
mining on the spot. 
Foremen Teach Indians 
"We put foremen right along 
side of them to teach them,” VCA 
Vice President Dennis Viles said. 
"We stay with them 
until 
they 
learn. 
They’re qiuck to catch on, 
considering the business is new to 
them. 
They’re faithful. 
Evidences of the Navajos, artis­ 
tic ability were visible in the mine. 
Tile sand-colored

Grouped into sets of four, each 
set arrayed in similar old-time 
costumes 
and mounted upon gaily adorned 
horses, 
they engaged in harmless and picturesque 
tournam ents and various exercises 
and 
drills, mostly to display skill in horsem an­ 
ship. This exhibition or pageant they nam ­ 
ed a “carosello.”

The new sport found its way into France 
in the early seventeenth century, its name 
changed to “carrousel.” 
Other 
features 
were added to bring new interest into the 
sport. 
Popular among them was a large 
pasteboard head of a 
Turk 
or 
Moor, 
against which the mounted players tilted 
with makeshift lances. Chariot races were 
also introduced. And the cost of the enter­ 
tainment, which had started modestly, be­ 
gan ti' rise to high figures. There is record 
of one such tournament that cost seventy 
thousand crowns, 
In tile meantime someone invented the 
merry'-go-round. Someone else equippeil it 
with gaily decorated wooden horses, carv­ 
ed to resemble knightly chargers, gallop­ 
ing round and round.

Fund Protected 


LANSING—OP)—Governor Wil­ 
liams exercised his power of line- 
item veto to block the legisla­ 
ture’s move to use 
$340,000 
of 
game and fish protection money to 
pay the so-called swamp tax. 
This is a 
grant, 
traditionally 
made from 
the 
state’s 
general 
fund, to pay counties IO cents an 
acre in lieu of the real estate tax 
on large areas of public land. 
The governor said 
the 
vetoed 
appropriation 
violated 
a 
long­ 
standing policy that no funds from 
hunting and fishing licenses shall 
be used for any purpose except 
game and fish activities. 
The legislative action, Williams 
said, “would amount to a break of 
faith with Michigan’s sportsmen 
and conservationists 
and 
would 
lead to a curtailm ent of a conser­ 
vation program .” 
In addition, he said, 
it 
would 
imperil receipt of federal funds 
amounting to 
almost 
$1,000,000 
annually. 
“Our hunters and fishermen,” 
Williams said, “have a right to 
expect that the fees 
they 
have 
paid will be properly used in the 
control and development of game. 
That is the only justification for 
a fee paid willingly by our sports­ 
men in the understanding that, by 
law, it will be used to restore the 
game and fish taken under the 
license.”

Extra Police Remain 
The population reduction rep­ 
resents those released on parole 
and transferred to other prisons. 
Approximately 140 armed State 
Troopers still are on guard inside 
the prison, where normally un­ 
armed guards keep order. Four 
troopers are assigned to each cell 
block on demands of the guards 
for armed protection until condi­ 
tions quiet. 
Both troopers and guards still 
are being subjected to personal 
verbal abuse in the still-sm ould­ 
ering cell blocks on the Southside. 
Prison authorities are weeding 
out the better behaved convicts 
on the Southside and moving them 
to ofher blocks where order is 
back to normal. Slowly they’re 
constricting the boistrous ones.

NEW YORK — (ZP)—A baseball 
fan who has been out of the coun­ 
try much of his adult life notes 
that games are 
running 
m uch 
longer than they did in his dis­ 
tant youth and wonders if we can 
supply him w ith a ready explana­ 
tion. 
With the assistance of Comm is­ 
sioner For d Frick, who sat through 
many of the sw ithes back in the 
days when he was 
a 
baseball 
writer, we can at least confuse 
the issue. 
“It is a different game.” says 
the commissioner, not entirely 
coining a pltra.se. 
“Back in the 
days of the dead ball the pitch­ 
ers could afford to wheel the 
ball in there. 
They didn’t have 
to be so cautious and so threw 
fewer balls. 
If a pitcher had a 
two or three run lead he felt 
fairly safe. 
They weren’t going 
to hit a home run off him — 
only singles. 
“Now', when they’re all look­ 
ing for the big inning the pitcher 
is fighting for his life all the time. 
He knows that no lead is really 
safe, so he takes his time and 
works carefully on every batter. 
He can’t afford to serve up any­ 
thing good. 
“In the old days teams w ere 
always playing for one run. They 
took m ore chances on the bases 
and, of course, many 
of 
them 
were throw n out. 
That made tor 
laster innings, too. 
It’s a differ­ 
ent game.” 
The fastest nine-inning game 
on record — 52 minutes — was 
played between the New York 
Giants and 
the 
Philadelphia 
Phils on Sept. 28. 1919. 
That 
la less than half the time 
it 
takes to complete an average 
game 
nowadays, 
hut 
Frick 
hastens to point out that the 
contest which set 
the 
speed 
mark scarcely was a normal one. 
“That was the last day of the 
season, with 
nothing at 
stake, 
and they used to like to get them 
over. 
I’m pretty sure A lexander 
was one of the pitchers in 
that 


game. 
He probably didn’t throw 
a ball.” 
As it happens, the commission­ 
er witnessed the 
second 
fastest 
game. 
It was played Sept. 26, 
1926, between the m ighty 
New 
York Yankees and the St. Louis 
Browns and W'as zipped through 
in 55 m inutes. 
That perm itted 
almost precisely six m inutes for 
each inning, including the change­ 
over. 
“I can tell you about 
that 
one,” Frick said. 
“I remember 
that Sam Jones was pitching for 
the Yanks. 
Everybody got in­ 
to 
the 
game, 
including 
the 
coaches by mutual consent of 
the managers. 
Everybody was 
hitting and running the bases 
as he pleased and 
having 
a 
wonderful time. 
The box score 
was a beauty.” 
All this seems to stray, how ­ 
ever, from the original objective 
of telling our nostalgic inquirer 
why it takes around two and a 
half hours now adays to play a 
gam e which m ight have required 
45 m inutes less a 
few decades 
back. 
We can only suggest addi­ 
tionally that he go out some warm 
afternoon when Jim H earn, 
for 
exam ple, 
is laboring 
for 
the 
Giants. 
Jim , if he is 
in 
difficulties, ; 
m ight not move a m uscle for a 
m inute or two, and then only to 1 
draw a deep breath. 
His next 
display of anim ation will be to 
pick up the rosin bag and study 
it conscientiously. 
Jim ’s 
about 
ready then to com m une w ith his 
catcher at some length, and in 
the fullness of tim e he 
can 
be 
counted upon to coil, uncoil and 
let fly. 
There 
are other time con­ 
sumers— the funereal tread of 
the relief pitcher in from the 
bullpen, the elaborate rub-down 
of each of several dozen new 
balls, the frequent conferences 
at the mound. 
But as the com­ 
missioner says. the 
fans 
are 
kept late mainly because most 
pitchers purely dread to part 
with that horsehide.

Perlman repeated that the com­ 
panies could collect any provable 
damages. 
Perlman cited a coal 
case 
in 
which he said the government had 
to pay part of a wage increase as 
damages. 
The red light—turned on when 
a lawyer’s time is up—had been 
burning for 30 minutes when Perl­ 
man was asked what he had to say 
about the Taft-Hartley Act and 
the steel seizure. 
“I have lots to say,” Perlman 
replied, launching into a 15-min­ 
ute explanation. 
Perlman said that “if you use 
Taft-Hartley now, you invite an 
immediate strike.” 
He noted that the T-H law pro­ 
vides for a board to study the situ­ 
ation, and said there had already 
been a study by the Wage Stabili- 
aation Board. 
The arguments, for the most 
part, had a familiar ring. They 
had been made either in the low­ 
er courts or in the 
many 
legal 
briefs filed with the high court. 
' The white-haired, 79-year-old 
Davis had almost no interruptions. 
He spoke for 53 minutes before 
Justice Frankfurter broke the si­ 
lence from the bench with a ques­ 
tion. 
Perlman, on the other hand, was 
bombarded with questions almost 
from the time he started talking. 
Davis argued that the steel mills 
were seized without due process of 
law and therefore in violation of 
the Fifth Amendment. 
“It is an immutable principle 
that ours is a government of laws 
and not of men,” he said.
